The Brownlee government has 
decided to make a settlement of |

On June 24 it expecta to pay over 
$1,275,000 cash in full settlement, or 
alternatively to pay $1,300,000 on 
time. If the latter method of mak- 
ing payment is adopted no money 
will be paid out immediately, but the 
province will be obligated to pay 
£300,000 in five years, $500,000 in 
seven years and $500,000 in 10 years, 
with interest at the rate of five per

Up Druggist Work in 
Orient 


Professor FE. N. Meuser, of 
West China Schoo! of Pharmacy at 
Chengtu. has issued a# cal! for forty 
thousand druggists, declaring this is 
a conservative estimate for the num- 
of pharmacists. needed in west 
Chine alone 

His school, Professor Meuser, as 
serts. is the only schoo! of tts kind in 
an area with a population equal to 
that of the United States and Can- 
ada. Many crude drugs. whose use 
makes research problems connected 
with them of world tmportance. are 
produced in this region. Rhubarb 
nux vomica. cinnamon, licorice, gin- 
ger and aniseed only a few of 
the great variety of drugs exported 
from west China 

In fourteen mission hospitals and 
twenty dispensaries, as well as num 
erous military hospitais and other 
medical institutions, there are only 
two pharmacists. Modern = drug 
stores are being opened everywhere 
mapned by Chinese without any 
knowledge of the science of phar 
macy 

“Tor the public health and safety 
they should be replaced as early as 
possibile by qualified native pharma 
cists,” Professor Meuser said.
